Aerial Operation. 
The aerial automatically rises when the radio is switched on and 
the ignition switch is in position I or Il. The aerial wil lower when 
the radio is switched off. 

Note: The aerial will always be raised regardless of being in 
tape or CD modes, to enable RDS information to be received 
on the FM waveband. 


Caution: Do not attempt to raisa the aerial manually 


It is important to clean the radio aerial periodically to maintain 
smooth operation and good reception. 


It your vehicle is fitted with a cellular telephone, you are advised to 
take the following precautions in areas where there is restricted.

- RADIO CASSETTE 


Radio Cassette Player 
Security Code Number (United Kingdom and Europe) 

This unit is protected by an anti-theft security code. If power to. 
the radio drops to 5 volts or less, (dead battery), or there is a power 
interruption/disconnection, after a short while the radio display 
will indicate ‘CODE’. At this point the radio will not operate until 
you have re-entered the correct security code. 

The four-digit code for your radio is listed on the two radio security 
cards supplied with the vehicle. Enter the code by using the 
Pre-set buttons 1 to9anda ‘beep sound’ occurs. If the code isnot 
properly entered, then begin the code entry again, starting with 
the first digit. If the code is not properly entered after three 
successive attempts, the radio will not accept any entry until it has 
been left on for one hour, the radio display will show the word 
‘WAIT’. After one hour in the ‘ON’ position the radio will accept 
three further entries 

Note: Should you lose your radio security cards, contact your 
Jaguar Dealer, who, for security reasons will require proof of 
vehicle ownership. 


ON/OFF and Volume Control 
Press the knob to switch on the radio cassette and light up the 
display. Press the knob again to switch off. Turn the ON/OFF 
switch clockwise to increase volume and anti-clockwise to 
decrease volume. 


Automatic Volume Control (AVC) 

This isa feature which raises the volume of the radio to overcome 
road noise as the vehicle's speed increases. To switch AVC on or 
off, press the volume knob for more than two seconds. The 
current state will be displayed ie, "AVC ON‘ АУС OFF" To toggle 
ON/OFF momentarily, press the volume control кпо again to 
change the state. The ‘AVC’ level can be adjusted from 1 to 5 by 
turning the volume knob while in ‘AVC ON’ mode, After five 
seconds of no action, the radio will return to normal radio mode 
When AVC is ON itis possible to override the automatic mode by 
adjusting the volume manually. 


FM and AM Reception 

FM reception has the advantages of low noise, minimal distortion, 
wiria dynamic range, extended frequency response, and is usually 
broadcast in stereo. However, as FM frequency waves are 
relatively short and travel in a straight Ine, they can sometimes be 
impeded by obstructions, which may interrupt good reception in 
some parts of the country, 

Whilst FM reception will generally provide better quality sound, 
АМ reception or Medium Waveband (MW) and Long Waveband 
(LW (United Kingdom and Europe] may be better in remote areas 
not covered by the shorter range FM transmitters. 

When experiencing poor FM reception, background noise can be 
reduced by adjusting the Mode button into Treble adjustment 
position and reducing the treble setting 
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Steering Wheel Sound System Buttons (Where fitted) 
Four Sound System control buttons are situated on the left-hand 
side of the steering wheel. These buttons override the functions 
of the similar buttons on the radio control panel.

The radio 
picks up inaudible signals transmitted on the FM waveband which 
permit automatic programme tuning, display of the station's 
identity, up-to-the-minute traffic announcements (ТА), 
programme type (PT) and priority programme type (PPT). 
Some elements of this broadcast information system are 
transmitted on the FM waveband in most European cou 
USA and Canada 


The Jaguar Radio RDS facility provides the following functions: 
* Station name display. 
* Automatic 


re-tuning to follow network stations. 
Local radio station's Traffic Announcements 
Station/Programme type display and search. 
Priority programme type automatic retuning. 


RDS Station Name Display - When ROS is selected the station 
name is displayed in eight characters as well as the frequency. 
The display also identifies network ‘Splits’, where diferent 
programmes are being broadcast on FM, Medium Wave or Long 
Wave 


RDS Automatic Tuning - RDS provides fully-autematic radio 
tuning fer network stations. It tunco to a signal not a frequency 
The RDS will search out the strongest signal available for a given 
station and automatically switches frequency as necessary. 


RDS Programme Type Display - RDS provides information as to 
the type of material broadcast by the station or programme that 
is on, ie. News, Classical, Rock, etc, Apart from being able to 
display this, the radio can search for one specific programme type 
thal is selected 


RDS Priority Programme Type (UNited Kingdom and Europe 
only) - Similar to traffic announcement this can be selected to 
interrupt and switch to the selected programme type, for its 
duration, i.e. "NEWS:

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RDS (Radio Data System) and TA (Traffic Announcements) 
(Continued) 

RDS Traffic Information (United Kingdom and Europe only) - 
Although there isa wide range of travel information avaiable from 
National and Local Radio, a driver only requires information 
relevant to the vehicles current locality. RDS provides this 
information, automatically. As soon as the authorities learn of a 
traffic problem, they inform the nearest local radio station. The 
traffic news is then broadcast by the transmitters in the relevant 
area. The TA will interrupt radio, cassette tape or CD play, on all 
equipment with the RDS feature, provided Traffic Announcement 
has been selected. If the volume control is set at minimum it will 
automatically increase to an audible level for the duration of the 
traffic news-flash. 

When the news-flash is over, the system switches back to the 
driver's original listening choice and volume setting

Taking Care of Vehicle's Sound System 
Radio 

Do not use petrol, solvents or abrasive cleaners on the radio. 
Wipe the surface of the radio witha lint-free cloth to remove dust. 
Slightly moisten the cloth with clean water to remove any 
finger-marks from the outside surfaces of the radio. 


Cassettes 

Always use good quality cassettes. Low cost tapes can cause 
Jamming, the sound quality wil be inferior, and they can create a 
fast build-up of deposits on the play-back head 

Before playing, check the cassettes to ensure that the tape is not 
loose on the spools If necessary, take up the slack by gently 
turning the spools with the end of a pencil. A jammed or sticking 
tape will cause the auto-reverse mechanism to operate 
continuously 

It is best not to use a tape longer than 45 minutes playing time 
each side (C90). Cassettes should be stored in their library cases 
away from direct sunlight. Do not store cassettes in door pockets 
where they could be effected by the magnets in loud-speskers 
which might impair the sound quality 

Never insert a cassette that has a torn or loose label, it may cause 
the mechanism to jam 

After approximately 15hours playing time, the display on the radio 
‘will show ‘CLEAN TAPE’. Clean the tape mechanism itself using a 
mechanical type cleaner with a wetting agent in an approved kit 
available from your Jaguar Dealer. Do not use abrasive type 
Cleaners as they can cause excessive wear on the play-back 
head. 


SYSTEM CARE _ 


Compact Discs (CDs) 

when handling compact discs, ао nat touch the playing surface. 
When they are not being used they should always be stored in 
their cases away from direct sunlight, heat and dust. Scratches, 
finger-marks or dust on the surface of a disc can cause the optical 
pick-up to skip tracks. If the surface is dirty, use an appropriate 
CD cleaner 


Do not attempt to play damaged, warped, cracked or oversized 
discs. They could seriously damage the play-back mechanism. 


Aerial 

The aerial care procedure should be carried out when cleaning the 
exterior of the vehicle, to ensure smooth end reliable operation of 
the aerial 

When cleaning the aerial, always wipe it in an upward direction. 
Occasionally use an señal maintenance wipe cloth so lubricate the 
aerial 

In freezing conditions check that no ice has formed over the top of 
the aerial, this could prevent it from being raised, causing damage 
to the lift motor, 

A special aerial cleaner is available from your Jaguar Dealer.
